The whole number of scholars attending school in town was 


. 160, as per the registers, 83 boys and 77 girls. The whole number

of children reported by the Selectmen in April 1888 was 113, ie 
58 boys and 55 girls, between the ages of five and fifteen years. 
All the teachers except five are residents of this town. We 


have tried to secure the services of good teachers, and think we-° 
have been very successful. The parents have manifested a great - 


interest in the schools, and in every instance the schools have 
prospered where this was the caso. 

We have discontinued the Jewett School. In the future the 
standard of our schools should be raised, and we solicit the ear- 
nest efforts of all parents and citizens to help us in this important 
work.

GRAMAR DEPARTMENT. The first two terms of this school were 
under the charge of Mr. Geo. F. Adams of Pemborke, a thorough 
and efficient teacher of scholarly attainments, Suffice it to say 


that the school made a good degree of progress under Mr. Adam’s - 


instruction, and the examinations showed that his method had 
been highly practical, and the money well expended. All things 
considered, we believe Mr. Adams to be a teacher fully up to the 


average, The third term was commenced by Mr. W. H. McLean 


of Chelsea, Mass. After a period of 8 unprofitable weeks, it was 
thought best to close the school. Believing that the school offti- 
cers not only have the right, but are in duty bound to discontinue 
any school within their jurisdiction whenever such school shall 
be found by them to be unprofitable, your committee could see 
no other course open to them. 

Primary Department. This school was in charge of Miss 
Alice M, Richards of Warner. Miss Richards labored faithfully 
for her pupils and won their confidence and esteem. It is glory 
enough for one teacher to be able to keep this school up to the 
standard to which it had been brought by Miss Richards’ prede- 
cessor. The citizens of this district may well congratulate them- 
selves on the harmony that has prevailediin this school, and may 


all good citizens unite in earnest efforts to secure still greater 
results in the future. |
